Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Kraus and Mr. Svihla called to arrange a telephone interview 
with SPE Coggins and Examiner Rosen. The attorneys presented their arguments for the non-obviousness of claim 1 , 
essentially as they had done at the in-person interview two days before. Examiner Rosen disputed their position, with 
SPE Coggins attempting to clarify and judge the case. Finally, SPE Coggins told Mr. Kraus and Mr. Svihla that she 
would further consult with Robert Weinhardt, a Quality Assurance Specialist, and inform them of the results. Later in 
the day, she did so, in consequence of which Examiner Rosen telephoned Mr. Svihla to state that SPE Coggins and 
QUAS Weinhardt had come to the conclusion that the rejection based on Linnartz and Doi was valid, and that Mr. 
Svihla and his colleagues would have to proceed from there, by filing an appeal or taking whatever other action they 
thought suitable. 
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
